Queen Mother enjoys 
her stay

The Queen Mother last visited 
Edmonton in 1939, 46 years ago, 
while accompanied by her late 
husband, then King of England, 
King George VI. 

The Queen Mother’s recent 
visit was one of success and satis¬ 
faction for everyone involved. 
Despite a four hour delay because 
of inclement weather conditions 
the Queen Mother arrived and 
immediately apologized for her 
late arrival. 

Many thousands of people 
managed to catch a glimpse of 
Her Majesty while she was in 
Alberta’s capital. 

The Queen Mother spent her 
first night in Edmonton at the 
private residence owned by 
tycoon Sandy McTaggert, in the 
Riverbend area of Edmonton. 


During her stay the Queen 
Mother participated in many 
events including a ceremony at 
the Legislature in Edmonton. On 
this, her first day in the Capital, 
Her Majesty was greeted by over 
3000 spectators who jammed the 
grounds in front of the Legisla¬ 
ture. The Queen Mother reflected 
her vision of Alberta when she 
said, “When I last visited here in 
those far off days, times were 
very different. Many of your 
people were courageous pioneers 
living in hard and rugged condi¬ 
tions in a province afflicted by 
the Depression. There has been a 
new prosperity and a sense of 
optimism in recent years. All 
around me 1 sense the vitality of a 
young society with an exciting 

The Queen Mother later 
attended a special luncheon 
with those present including 


Alberta Premier t-etei 
Edmonton Mayor Lawrence 
Decore, and Edmonton Police 
Chief Robert Lunney. 

The afternoon saw the Queen 
Mother open the 5th World 
Angus Forum, a cattle show 
dedicated to the preservation of

The Queen Mother’s departure 
brought tears to the eyes of many 
of the over 300 that were on hand 
to wish her well at CFB Edmon¬ 
ton. Her Majesty was saddened 
by her departure from Canada 
saying she wished she could have 
remained longer. Said Don Maz- 
ankowski, Federal Minister of 
TVansport, who was one of those 
who escorted the Queen Mother

Attorney Ken Staroszik says 
Alberta’s TVeaty 8 Indians have 
special exemption rights from the 
provincial Wildlife Act because 
of special grants awarded for 
hunting and fishing when the 
treaty was signed in 1899. 

Staroszik is defending TVeaty 8 
Indian Bert Horseman. He is 
charged with unlawfully traffic- 
ing in wildlife. The charge result¬ 
ed from the sale of a grizzly bear 

killed in the spring of 1984 on 


Attorney Staroszik is defend¬ 
ing Horseman on the grounds 
that TVeaty 8 was signed before 
Alberta became a province in 
1905, and definitely it was signed 
before the Northwest Resources 
TVansfer Agreement of 1930 that 
transferred all unoccupied crown 
lands (within Alberta’s boundar¬ 
ies) to the province. 

Ken Staroszik said, “Interest 
must be surrendered before the 
province has jurisdiction, and 
only the federal government can 
cause that to be surrendered. 
Under TVeaty 8, if those are not 


the federal government).’ 

Margaret Unsworth, the pro¬ 
secuting crown attorney in the 
case says the laws in Alberta arc 
for all Albertans including the 
Indian people living on reserves. 
She also said that the Wildlife Act 
is a provincial law that does not 
exclude special groups. 

Lawyer Staroszik said that 
only the federal government has 
the jurisdiction to alter or cancel 
the Indians rights to hunt and fish 
and trap because these rights were 
granted by them in 1899. 



Her Majesty shares 
common interest 
in Angus cattle

Her Majesty, the Queen 
Mother recently opened the 5th 
World Angus Forum in Edmon¬ 
ton. The Queen Mother has an 
avid interest in this particular 
event since she, herself is a 
breeder of the black Aberdeen 
Angus cattle. At her Scottish resi¬ 
dence in Cathncss, Scotland, 
Castle May. Her Majesty has a 
select herd of 35 cows. 

The Queen Mother told a dele¬ 
gate of local Angus breeders that 
it was the cattlemen of the Com¬ 
monwealth who were mainly res¬ 
ponsible for the preservation of 
the breed. 

Her Majesty commented that it 
was only thanks to the sensible 
and select breeding of our friends 
in the Commonwealth who main¬ 
tained the old standards of the 
breed, that the well didn’t dry up 
in the late I960’s when the breed 
was at its' lowest ebb. 

She told a delegate of about 
350 people, before opening the 


largest ever assembly of Angus 
cattle, "It is a great pleasure for 
me to be here among so many 
breeders and enthusiasts from all 
over the world who believe the 
Aberdeen Angus breed is best." 

Black Gold Genesis, a nine- 
time champion Angus bull, own¬ 
ed by LeVeme Sjogren of Oko- 
toks, Alberta caught Her Maj¬ 
esty’s eye. 

She appears interested, accord¬ 
ing to Sjogren, of obtaining 
semen from the bull in order that 
she may use it for the breeding of 

Said LaVerne Sjogren, "She 
(the Queen Mother) knows the 
breeding, she’d heard of the bull 
and that's why she wanted to 
talk. I told her a shipment of 
semen would be In England this 
year and she was very 
interested." 

The Queen Mother was a hit 
with the breeders and cattlemen,

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NCC Presidency Retained by Bruyere

Louis "Smokey" Bruyere has 
been re-elected President of the 
Native Council of Canada after 
surviving strong challenges from 
both regional vice-presidents, 
Dwight Dorey and Harry 

The campaigns of all three men 
vowed that the terms “Metis" 
and “non-Status Indians" should 
be changed in the Constitution to 
read “Aboriginal peoples”. 

A return to more traditional 
mores and values was another 
vibrant theme that appeared in 
many of the candidates' debates, 
including that of Lavina Light- 
brown, a United Native Nations 
delegate who also took a stab at 
the presidency. 

The Native Council of Canada 
also agreed to make an attempt to 
regain prestige, as well as heal 
internal wounds at their thir¬ 
teenth Annual Assembly, held 
earlier this month in the nation’s 

Bruyere called for increased 
grassroots activity form both pro¬ 
vincial and territorial organiza¬ 
tions, and said the NCC’s pivotal 
role would be a close scrutiniza- 
tion of Indian Act revisions, and 
pending legislation. 

Daniels, who was eliminated 
after the first ballot with only 22 
votes of the 167 cast, had a warn¬ 
ing for all. "The dehumanizing 
process that is being instituted 
against our people by uncaring 
governments continue. We sit 
here in this room and talk about 
Status Indians, we talk about 
Metis ... we talk about non- 
Status Indians ... we are all des- 
cendents of the original people of 
this country”, he said. 

Daniels stressed that the NCC 
doen’t have time for "picayune 
personality conflicts”, although 
veiled references were made 
about problems within the organ¬ 
ization, such as the deficit. 

Lightbrown also had words of 
scorn, and hope, during the 
Assembly. “The only reason the 
government is talking to us is 
because we are a sovereign 
people. I know people are afraid 
of the word “Sovereignty”, but 
we can do it in other ways by 
talking about jurisdiction over 
our homelands and our 
resources”, she remarked. 
“When I see the hills and the 
mountains all bare, and our fish 
being depleted, to me that is a 
symbol of the plight of our 
people in our own country". 

Lightbrown was also critical of 
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Adrian Hope 


the Progressive Conservative gov¬ 
ernment. claiming its principal 
purpose was to diminish political 
pwoer of Indian people. 

Ronald Woodward, Native 
Council Canada - Alberta vice- 
president narrowly missed win¬ 
ning the western vice-president’s 
seat. He lost to Dorothy Wabisca 
of the Council for Yukon Indians 
on the third ballot. Bob Steven¬ 
son and Joe Mercredit, both 
executives of the Metis Associa¬ 
tion of the Northwest Territories, 
were also contending for the vice- 
president’s job. 

"To me, being elected at the

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Pahl Announces 
Four Native Grants 



Alberta Native Affairs Minis¬ 
ter, Milt Pahl, recently announc¬ 
ed that four Native organizations 
will receive grants totalling more 
than $37,000 to assist with youth- 
oriented projects. 

The organizations obtaining 
grants include: Sacred Circle 
Summer Cultural Camp 
($14,000); Sandy Lake School 
Project ($14,152); Student obser¬ 
ver at 1985 First Ministers’ Con¬ 
ference ($981); and Yellowhead 
Tribal Council - Youth/Elders 
Conference ($7,810). 

The Sacred Circle Camp will 
help 75 youths attending public 
schools to experience traditional 
Native cultural teaching in a wild¬ 
erness setting. There will be three, 
six-day sessions, each accomodat¬ 
ing 25 students. The youths will 
work with Native Elders and 
learn traditional crafts and cere¬ 
monies while living in teepees on 
the Morley Reserve. 

Sandy Lake School project 
funding will help the community 
build a full-size gymnasium. The 
facility will provide a much- 
needed place for students and 
young adults to participate in 
sports, as well as social events. 
The community also received fin¬ 
ancial aid from the Alberta Mun¬ 
icipal Debt Reduction Program. 
Sandy Lake is situated 100 km 
northeast of Slave Lake. 

Association of Alberta (MAA), a 
grant was provided to University 
of Alberta student John Kor- 

Ottawa and observe the First 
Ministers’ Conference on Abor¬ 
iginal issues. Korteum, a Metis 
from Desmarais, is studying his¬ 
tory and political science. 

The grant to the Yellowhead 
Tribal Council (YTC) toward a 
special Youth/Elder Conference 
will give between 300 and 400 
people a chance to participate in a 
variety of workshops, 'uch as sui¬ 
cide prevention and abuse of 
drugs. The three-day event, to be 
held this month, is called the 
Eagle Flight Conference. 

YTC organizer Bob Cardinal 
said the grounds and facilities of 
the Poundmaker Nechi Centre 
near St. Albert will be used for 
the conference, along with a 
number of large tents. 

The grants to the Yellowhead 
Tribal Council will assist in the 
development of a special Youth/ 
Elder Conference, with a focus 
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on child welfare. The event will 
give 122 youths from the area an 
opportunity to learn more about 
their Native culture, as well as 
reaffirming traditional group 
support systems. 

The Minister also announced 
that he has asked the Native 
Affairs Secretariat to commission 
a half-hour feature film about 


Alberta’s Native youth in recog¬ 
nition of the Intematinal Year of 
Youth. 

“The film will document the 
exciting and productive contribu¬ 
tion that Alberta Native youth 
make in communities throughout 
the province", said Paid. The 
film will be shot in Alberta this 
summer for release in the fall.

A $5,000 scholarship was 
awarded 25 June 1985 by the

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Metis Settlements 
Water and Sewer 
Contracts Awarded 


Julian Kodak, Alberta Munic¬ 
ipal Affairs minister, today 
announced the awarding of two 
contracts, totalling about $1.36 
million, to build a water distribu¬ 
tion and sewage collection system 
for the Kikino Metis Settlement 
and a water supply system for the 
Big Prairie Metis Settlement. 

Scotcor Construction Ltd. of 
Leduc will construct the water 
distribution and sewage collec¬ 
tion system at Kikino, at a cost of 
$876,995. The system will include 
a lift station and forcemain. 

Nason Construction Ltd. of 


Edmonton has been awarded a 
contract worth $480,293 to build 
the water supply system in the 
Hamlet of Big Prairie. 

Construction will include a raw 
water pumping chamber and 
supply line, a water treatment 
plant and pumphouse and service 
connections. 

Kikino Metis Settlement is situ¬ 
ated about 40 kilometres south¬ 
west of Lac La Biche and Big 
Prairie Metis Settlement is locat¬ 
ed approximately 40 kilometres 
north of High Prairie. 


"We intend to work as a 
team", said Phelps. "We have 
lots of talent and we'll be using 
that. We don’t know where the 
‘unholy alliance' between the 
Liberals and the NDP will lake

With 
the added help of a vehicle pur¬ 
chase this year, and with more 
sophisticated props constructed 
by designer Chris Paridee, the 
show produced for this summer’s 
tour will surpass all previous 

"We did all our own designs. 


said Paridee. “The stage set is 
designed to be portable so that we 
can take everything with us when 
we go on tour. This year we have 
our own transportation — which 
is a great help. Last summer we 
had to find rides to and from 
various locales, and that was a bit 

This summer, the Nakai 
Players have divided their show 
into six acts, two of which are 
artistic representations of Indian 
legends — “The Birth of Crow” 
and “The Sun and Moon". 
Dance instructor Beth Mulloy 
said all six are original works, 
adapted from legend to dance. 

Mulloy remarked that the 
Theatre in the Woods production 
was a success last season, and she 
expects even better results this 
year. “We had a good response 
from Yukoners who attended our 
show, especially the younger 
crowd”, said Mulloy. 

The Theatre in the Woods pro¬ 
duction is sponsored by a Student 
Employment Grant, and employs 
nine thespians, as well as a sup¬ 
port staff. But Paridee said she is 
now looking at ways to have the 
show permanently sponsored by 
donations from the private sector.

DENTAL HEALTH 

Let’s Talk About Your 
Children’s Teeth 


As a Denial Therapist working 
in Alberta, I have noticed over 
the last three years that the child¬ 
ren age 2 to 6 years have a major 
denial problem.

Children with Baby 
t Syndrome are uncomfort¬ 


able as 
teeth become infected. 

Please, if you are going to give 
your baby a bottle in bed, make it 
WATER. Do not add any sugar 
to the water. Giving the child a 
bottle in bed is not necessary, a 
child must learn to go to sleep on 

Babies who are breast fed do 
not have Baby Bottle Syndrome. 
Mothers milk is the best milk for 
your baby, it is made especially 



for your baby. It is the best milk 
for your baby to grow up strong 
and healthy. 

Children with infected teeth 
are not healthy. Infections inside 
the gums cause many other 
problems. To extract an infected 
tooth from a young child is a hor¬ 
rible experience for the child as 
well as the dentist. Don't put 
your baby through that exper¬ 
ience at a young age, it will last a 
life lime. 


a Young Child’s Teeth 

Anywhere from age 4 months 
to 8 months the teeth w ill start to 
appear in the mouth. These are 
primary teeth or baby teeth. 
Primary teeth are much softer 


Cleaning a young child’s teeth 
is very easy and takes only a few 
minutes a day. When only the 
front teeth are present in the 
mouth, they should be cleaned 
with a wet facecloth or gauze. 
Cleaning should be done before 
bedtime. Have the child lay down 
with his/her head in your lap, 
whip the teeth and gums with the 
facecloth. Do not rub hard, a 
gentle stroking motion will do 
fine. A young child may fight you 
at first, do not give up. 

Once cleaning the teeth 


for their health 
Once the molar (back grinding 
teeth) have appeared in the 
mouth a toothbrush should be 
used. Children’s toothbrushes 
are available from all Dental 
Therapists, as well as all drug

This recipe yields about a dozen 
scones. Mouthwatering treat

INGREDIENTS 

2 cups sifted flour 

4 tsp. baking powder 
(level) 

3 tbsp. sugar (white) 

A c margarine 
Pinch of salt 

A handful of raisins 
2 eggs (let sit at 
room temp, for 30 min.) 
Milk 


PREPARATION 

Mix the flour, baking 
powder and salt together. 
Using either a pastry mixer 
or a couple of knives, add 
margarine and mix until 
you have the consistency 
of commeal. Add the 
sugar. Beat the eggs well 
and mix into the bowl. 

Add raisins and mix. 

Knead until smooth. Pat 
into a large round. Brush 
with milk. Cut into pieces. 
Bake 10 min. at 450”.

SHORTCAKE 

Makes 6 to 8 servings. Perfect 
for that birthday dinner. 


INGREDIENTS 
2 c flour 
!4 c sugar 

4 tsp. baking powder 
Zi c butter or margarine 
A tsp. salt 
Dash of nutmeg 
Vi c milk 
2 eggs, separated 
2 pints fresh strawberries 
1 c whipping cream 
(lightly whipped 
and sweetened) 

Extra sugar to sprinkle on 
top of finished goods. 
PREPARATION 
Rub a 9" cake pan with a 
tbsp. of butter or 
margarine. Sift flour, 
sugar, baking powder, salt 
and nutmeg into a mixing 
bowl. Cut in butter/ 
margarine and mix to 
resemble coarse meal. In a 
measuring cup, blend milk 
and egg yolks with fork. 
Stir into flour mixture and 
make a soft dough. Pat 
out in prepared pan 
(moistening fingers with 
egg whites to prevent 
sticking). Brush surface 
with remaining egg whites. 
Sprinkle generously with 
about 3 tbsp. of sugar. 
Place in a pre-heated oven 
(450°) for 12 minutes or 
until golden. Cool on 
rack. Slice berries and 
sweeten to taste. Serve 
wedges of shortcake with 
berries and cream.

• Deal with issues and concerns 

• Play an advocacy role on 
ehalf of minority groups, partic- 
larly visible peoples. 

The Secretary of State has 
iven a grant to the oouncil to 


provide educational programs 
and develop nos strategies in 
schools, church groups, labor 
organizations, community 
leagues, and services and profes¬ 
sional business organizations. 

The council believes that educ¬ 
ation is both a personal and 
public social tool to help prepare 
citizens from all cultures to live in 
peace and harmony.
